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Library Lease And 
Expansion Approved

With the approval of 1983 town meeting, 
Andover will sell Memorial Hall Library to 
a private developer who will expand the 
library at a cost of $4.5 million and lease it 
to the town at $450,000 a year for 15 years. 
At the end of that time, Andover will buy 
back the renovated library. 

Town meeting took little more than 20

night before voting to approve Article 54. 
The article had the unanimous support of 
town officials, library trustees and the 
Friends of Memorial Hall Library. 

Lawrence Spiegel, chairman of the Reuse 
Committee, told voters the sell-and-buy- 
back plan would save Andover at least $1 
million, “‘without any compromise on qual- 
ity,”’ because a private developer can take 
advantage of federal tax credits to build the 
addition. (Those credits are not available to 
municipalities. ) 

With its approval of Article 54, annual 
town meeting followed in the footsteps of a 
1982 special town meeting, which approved 
a similar plan for financing renovations to 
two wings of East Junior High. Spiegel said 
this ‘‘very exciting kind of financing’ was 
orginally expected to save $250,000 on the 
EJH renovations, but is now expected to 
save the town $1 million. 

The proposed addition will add 29,000 
square feet to the library, nearly doubling 
its existing space of 20,000 square feet, 
according to Spiegel. Plans call for building 
the addition behind the library, where a 
small parking lot and the theatre building 
now stand. (The theatre building will be 
razed. ) 

Cost of the project will include all site 
work, a new roof and some renovations to 
the existing building, a new heating and air 
conditioning system, and 71 new parking 
spaces, Spiegel explained. He said the li- 
brary will remain ‘‘in normal operational 
full swing’’ throughout construction. 

Last renovated in 1968, the library serves 
the equivalent of the entire 27,000 popula- 
tion of Andover each month, Spiegel said, 
and is ‘‘badly overcrowded.”’ He called the 
expansion ‘‘critical’’ and said it would meet 
the library’s needs for the next 30 years. 

Unlike a bond issue, which would cost the 
town debt payments that would vary each

After weeks of fears and doubts among 
townspeople and some town officials about 
a proposed $3.2 million downtown parking 
garage, town meeting quietly approved a 
new proposal for a 150-space surface park- 
ing lot Tuesday night, at a cost to the town 
of $600,000. 

Funding for the surface lot was approved 
with a 492 to 33 vote, after the selectmen 
amended Article 54 as printed in the war- 
rant from a $2 million appropriation for a 
garage, to a $600,000 appropriation for a 
surface lot on the Heartland Jr. site. 

The $600,000 appropriation will let And- 
over buy the 1.5-acre Heartland site on 
Bartlet Street from Bartlet Realty Trust 
for $950,000, and pay for design and devel- 
opment of a surface lot. The balance of the 
purchase price will come from state and 
federal grants. 

According to Town Manager Kenneth Ma- 
hony, the town will tear down the grocery 
store and build a new surface lot with 150 
metered spaces. In addition, funds will be 
used to improve existing town lots behind 
Town Hall, adding 15 spaces to the existing 
85 to create a total of 250 spaces in the Town 
Hall area. 

Town meeting’s approval of this plan 
cancels all previous proposals, Mahony em- 
phasized: “‘We will not-close any streets, 
we will not change any traffic patterns, 
there will be no pedestrian mall, and there 
will be no new construction.”

When the warrant was printed, the select- 
men had approved a proposal to swap the 
land behind Town Hall for the Heartland 
site. According to that plan, the town would 
build a three-level, $3.2 million garage on 
Bartlet Street, while Bartlet Realty Trust 
would build a three-level retail center be- 
hind Town Hall. That proposal included the 
possibility of closing parts of Park, Barnard 
and Bartlet streets to create a pedestrian 
mall. 

If the town had not been interested in 
acquiring the Heartland site — whether by 
swapping town property for it or buying it 
— Bartlet Realty Trust would have reno- 


vated the former grocery store into a new 
shopping and office center. 

The manager apologized to voters for 
“many of the rumors’’ surrounding the 
Town Hall-Heartland property since he 
first began negotiating for the Heartland 
purchase in December. 

State officials agreed to allow the town to 
use state grants to help buy the land, Maho- 
ny said, after meeting with Andover state 
Representative Sue Tucker Tuesday morn- 
ing. The state had originally stipulated that 
its funds could not be used for land acquisi- 
tion. 

The new plan would improve the appear- 
ance and traffic flow behind Town Hall, 
provide new parking at a cost of less than 
$4,000 per car — two-thirds of what a ga- 
rage would cost — and ‘‘contribute to the 
economic health of the downtown,’’ the 
manager added. 

Finance Committee Chairman Ruth Dun- 
bar advised voters to ‘‘go for it.’’ The Fin- 
Com was relieved to see the garage plan 
abandoned and found the $600,000 request 
‘‘a whole lot more attractive’ than the $2 
million originally sought, Dunbar said. And 
she called it ‘‘doubtful that we’ll ever see 
an opportunity for another acquisition so 
Centrally located.”’ 

George Moran of the Planning Board said 
the planners also supported the amended 
article. 

But voter Donal Coleman of High Street 
called the proposed amendment ‘‘the big- 
gest piece of razzle dazzle this town meet- 
ing has ever confronted”’ because it had not 
been printed in the warrant or advertised. 
He suggested the article be tabled — and 
also suggested that Moderator James Do- 
herty disqualify himself because Doherty is 
a downtown merchant. 

The moderator declined to disqualify 
himself, saying, “I almost resent that you 
are questioning my integrity. I take um- 
brage at that.” 

And Lawrence Spiegel, chairman of the 
Reuse Committee, said the ‘‘spirit of the 
article is the same — it’s just that the 
dollars become less.’’ Town meeting’s 
choice, Spiegel said, was between getting

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To Receive Fuess Award 


U.S. Congressman James Michael Shannon (D- 
Mass. Fifth District) will become the 12th winner 
of Phillips Academy's Claude M. Fuess Award for 
Distinguished Public Service on Friday morning in 
Cochran Chapel. 

Rep. Shannon was a four-year day student at 
Phillips, graduating in 1969. He was a member of 
the Andover Student Political Union and president 
of the school’s Young Democrats’ Club. 

The purpose of the Fuess Award, which honors 
Andover alumni for distinguished contributions to 
the public service, is ‘‘to stimulate Andover stu- 
dents’ interest in public service careers’ and to 
symbolize the coeducational academy’s public 
service ideals. When Paul Revere designed the 
school seal 200 years ago (1780), he inscribed the 
Phillips Academy motto, ‘‘Non Sibi’’—‘‘Not for 
self’’—on it. The award is a bronze medal designed 
by American sculptor Paul Manship. It carries this 
motto, the likeness of Fuess, the 11th headmaster 
of Phillips Academy, and a quotation from one of 
his books, ‘‘Give me robust non-conformist with the 
courage of his convictions.” 

The Fuess Award was first given in 1966 to the 65 
alumni who, by then, had served in the Peace 
Corps. Over the years it has honored such alumni as 
Harlan Cleveland, former U.S. Ambassador to 
NATO; U.S. District Judge Gerhard Gesell, promi- 
nent in the Watergate trial; Herbert Scoville, the 
physicist who was President Kennedy’s arms con- 
trol specialist and negotiator and who is a promi- 
nent arms control spokesman; and, in the 
academy’s Bicentennial year, a group of non-fa- 
mous ‘‘unsung heroes’’ for their distinguished con- 
tributions to the public good. Last year the award 
went to two teachers, John U. Monro '30 and Eliza- 
beth Watts '08, both day students like Shannon. In 
1981 George Bush '42 came to Andover to receive 
the Fuess Award ten days before his inauguration

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Ballardvale To Be Discussed 


By Virginia Lopez Begg Low Grades? School Struggles? 


Ballardvale, named for a descendant of one of Andover’s 
founders over 300 years ago, will be the subject of a program 
entitled ‘Ballard Vale In Its Hey Day’ at the Andover 
Historical Society on Sunday, April 10, at 2 p.m. and 3 p.m. 
Presented by Ruth Sharpe of the Ballardvale Branch Library, 
the program will include many interesting and little-known 
facts about this historic area of Andover. There will be a 
small admission fee and seating is on a first-come basis. 

In the late 18th century, Timothy Ballard, sixth in descent 
from William Ballard, owned not only much of the land in this 
area, but also the ‘‘privileges’’ of Shawsheen River. These 
privileges were invaluable in an age when water power was 
the only power available for mills—the mills which ground 
flour, made gunpowder and from the beginning of the 19th 
century, began to work the looms of the textile industry. 

In 1836, as news of the great experiment down the road in 
Lowell reverberated around the world, three Andover entre- 
preneurs, John Marland, Abraham Gould and Mark H. New- 
man, bought the land and river “‘privileges’’ of Timothy 
Ballard and created a mill and village called Ballard Vale. 

Although woolen cloth, especially the white flannels so 
characteristic of gracious living in that era, was the primary 
product, other textiles were also manufactured. There was 
even an attempt for a time to grow mulberry trees, raise silk 
worms and produce silk cloth in the great ‘‘silk bubble” which 
swept the eastern United States. 

Other manufacturing operations also located in Ballard- 
vale. The blue-decorated stoneware, so sought after today by 
antique collectors, was made by the Ballard Vale Stoneware 
Manufacturing Co. for a period of ten years. A representative 
collection of this stoneware is on view at the Andover Histori- 
cal Society. Other products, such as locomotives and steel 
files, were also manufactured by other companies. 

For residents of the village along the winding Shawsheen, 
life was pleasant and came to include memorable Fourth of

Kate Seeley, a 1982 graduate of Andover High School, will 
have some exciting stories to tell upon her return from a year 
in Sweden. At present Kate, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Clinton 
Seeley, 21 Sheridan Road, Andover, is living in Solleftea, in 
the north of Sweden, under the auspices of the American Field 
Service Club of Andover. 

She left in July 1982, the only New Englander of 22 Ameri- 
can students headed for Sweden. After two weeks in an 
intensive language camp, she joined her new family of two 
older sisters, a younger brother and their parents. Now, after 
eight months, Kate is quite fluent in Swedish and has main-

This traditional ceremony observes the opening of 
Sweden’s month-long holiday observance. 

For Kate, this year as an American AFS student abroad, 
has held many wonderful experiences, some sad moments 
too, lots of letter writing, a few surprise phone calls and many 
new friends. Before leaving for home in July, all AFS students 
will gather on the island of Gotland, off the southern coast of 
Sweden, for a week of bicycling, sunning and general relaxa- 
tion. Kate cannot believe the year is going so fast, but looks 
forward to continuing her education at Syracuse University in 
the fall.

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Sculptor Relates A 
Story Of Our Time

The artist set out not to make a political 
statement, but to tell the story of our time. 
And in his search for a contemporary 
theme, ‘‘this is the one that came out’’: 
nuclear destruction — ‘‘contemporary 
apocalypse.” 

Sculptor Richard Rosenblum’s current 
exhibit at the Andover Gallery of Fine Art 
is called ‘“‘Aftermath,”’ and it fills a room 
with his visions of devastation, agony and 
despair. 

But few turn away from these visions, 
which capture the viewer with their quiet 
strength — and even tranquility. 

‘I’m surprised — the reaction has been 
very positive and very strong, from both art 
professionals and from people who don’t 
know anything about it,’’ gallery owner 
Howard Yezerski notes. ‘‘It seems to hit at 
different levels.” 

‘‘What surprised me when I first looked 
at it was its lack of grotesqueness,”’ Alexan- 
dra Richard of the gallery adds. ‘‘It struck 
me as sculpture first, and then the horror of 
the thing gradually grew. It’s not shocking 
— it’s a more reflective kind of horror.’ 

The show began on March 18 and will run 
through Saturday at the Park Street gal- 
lery. The pieces are done in dark bronze and 
cast epoxy; some are small, almost deli- 
cate; others are large and imposing. All are 
built around a ‘‘found object’’ from nature 
— gnarled tree roots or broken branches. 

At first glance these works appear abs- 
tract, but they are not meant to be, 
Yezerski says: Rosenblum is a narrative 
sculptor who wants each piece to tell a 
story. Beyond the first glance, shattered 
bodies, tormented faces and barren land- 
scapes emerge from the rugged forms. 

In ‘‘Target,’’ one of the smallest pieces, a 
lone tree grows from a shard of rock. ‘‘Vul- 
nerable Figure,’’ suspended from the ceil- 
ing, shows a screaming face growing out of 
a tree limb. The tree trunk in a large piece 
called ‘“‘Impact’’ is hollowed out and de- 
scends at its center far down into the sculp- 
ture and beyond, into the pedestal the piece 
sits on. In “Heroic Figure,’’ another large 
piece, a man’s torso split in two clings to a 
tree trunk, arms lost at the elbow upraised. 

Of ‘‘Heroic Figure,’’ Yezerski says, 
“Your first impression might be, how aw- 
ful, this person’s been torn apart. But be- 
yond that, it has a spiritual quality all its 
own. It recalls ‘‘Winged Victory’ — it has a 
heroic appeal. 

‘Some people have asked, who would buy 
something as grisly as this? I’m not sure 
who would,’’ the owner says, “‘but I don’t 
take these literally as grisly objects. You 
can deal with them on a spiritual level, and 
on an aesthetic level — two more important 
areas than the literal meaning.”’ 

Richard agrees: ‘‘Each piece is absorb- 
ing as sculpture, and as subject matter. 
People come in expecting to be horrified, 
but they’re impressed first by the sculp- 
ture. It’s a gradual involvement. I like them 
more and more.”’ 

Several of the pieces reveal ‘‘a pretty 
strong Oriental influence,’’ Yezerski notes, 
among them some of the smaller works like 
‘Target’ and the landscapes. 

The 42-year-old Rosemblum has studied 


at the Cleveland Institute of Art and the 
California School of Fine Arts, and has 
studied figure modeling with George Deme- 
trius as well. Among his recent exhibits, his 
work has been shown at the Ulrich Museum 
of Art, Witchita State University; Artists 
Choice Museum, New York City; and the 
Addison Gallery of American Art at Phil- 
lips Academy. 

The artist has exhibited at the Andover 
Gallery twice before, in 1969 and 1971. His 
work then was more figurative, less abs- 
tract, and focused on Biblical themes, with 
masses of tangled bodies a recurring 
image. 

When he began working on the pieces in 
‘Aftermath’ a year ago, Rosenblum 
wanted to move from traditional themes to 
a modern one, he says, and nuclear catas- 
trophe ‘‘is the one that came out. It seemed 
to be pressing.”’ 

The transition from pieces like ‘‘Descent 
From The Cross”’ and ‘‘Adam and Eve”’ to 
his latest works is ‘‘not as big a change as it 
looks at first,’ he adds. ‘‘I had to do the 
traditional apocalyptic subject matter be- 
fore I could do a modern one — I think those 
pieces were a training for me. I didn’t see it 
that way at the time, but looking back at it 
now, I do.” 

And the transition to a more abstract look 
to his work was also ‘‘logical,’’ Rosenblum 
believes: ‘‘Faced with doing a contempo- 
rary apocalypse, the pieces had to look

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more modern, or they wouldn’t be convinc- 
ing.” 

His focus on nuclear destruction is not a 
political one, the artist explains, just as his 
exploration of Biblical themes was not reli- 
gious. His earlier works were done ‘‘as a 
problem of representational narrative 
sculpture, using Renaissance painting as a 
model, and Renaissance painting was all 
religious themes.”’ 

He sees his current work, too, “‘as a 
problem of art. I have no strong feelings 
about the (nuclear) issue. But it’s the main 
theme of our time.”’ 


He began incorporating natural objects 
into his work after ‘I found a root one day, 
and it was — I don’t know, it was so con- 
flicted somehow.”’ (That root is now part of 
a piece called ‘‘Vision’’ that is not on exhib- 
it at the gallery). Sculptors have been using 
found industrial objects in their work for 
years; using natural objects ‘‘may be a new 
twist,’’ Rosenblum says. 

He attributes the Oriental feeling in his 
work to photographs of rocks that a friend 
brought back from China. ‘‘They were 
weathered rocks mounted like they were 
sculpture,’’ he explains. ‘‘I was completely 
struck by it. They were one inspiration.’’ 
(The work he is now doing, on the same 
theme, is emerging as more primitive, 
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“more African than Oriental.’’) 

Rosemblum was pleased with the way his 
pieces — which he had never before seen all 
in one place — look in the light-filled, white- 
walled gallery. ‘‘I was really taken by that. 
I’ve never had a show which looked so 
pretty — and these are not pretty pieces. 
It’s very curious to me.” 

He hopes his frightening theme will not 
repulse viewers: ‘‘It’s supposed to be re- 
deemed by the art in it.”’ 

Yezerski believes it is. “I think he has 
something special here, in concept and exe- 
cution,”’ the gallery owner says. ‘‘A lot of 
artists are dealing with this issue, but not 
as successfully. It has to work as art as well 
as political statement. This work is emi- 


nently worth showing, as relevant subject 
matter and as strong art. 

‘A lot of times people don’t want to deal 
with this particular issue, and I can under- 
stand that,”’ Yezerski says. “‘If you feel art 
should be relevant and deal with current 
issues, this certainly does that. 

“But if you're looking for something 
that’s not going to challenge and involve 
you, this isn’t that kind of work. This work, 
you have to get involved in.”

year, the sale-lease plan would cost And- 
over a steady $450,000 a year during the 15- 
year lease period, he explained, beginning 
in fiscal 1987. The plan would have ‘‘no 
adverse effect’’ on the tax rate, he added. 

And at the end of 15 years, ‘‘the town 
recaptures the property for no additional 
money,” Spiegel concluded. 

Joanne Marden of the Finance Commit- 
tee said the FinComm supported the article 
because the need for a library addition has 
been ‘‘thoroughly analyzed’, and the pro- 
posed plan would save taxpayers money. 
She assured voters that Andover could af- 
ford the project, saying, ‘‘Now is the time. 
We will only increase the costs by postpon- 
ing it.”’ 

George Moran of the Planning Board said 
the planners also supported the article, and 
library trustee Robert Butler offered the 
trustees’ ‘‘unanimous endorsement of this 
plan at this time.’’ Caroline Reynolds of 
Friends of Memorial Hall Library also 
urged voters to approve the plan. 

Only one voter spoke against the propo- 
sal: Karl Haartz of High Plain Road asked 
the selectmen to withdraw the article be- 
cause he said the financing plan would 
mean ‘‘milking the government”’ out of tax 
dollars. 

That could jeopardize future federal aid 
to Andover, Haartz said, calling the article 
“outside the realm of wise and prudent 
political action.”

When the study is complete, the select- 
men will choose the ‘‘most desirable’ alter-

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Vocational School Budget Gets 


$11,000 Boost From Voters 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Voters gave the Greater Lawrence Re- 
gional Vocational School an $11,000 boost in 
town meeting’s only departure from the 
budget recommendations made by town 
officials Monday night, when they approved 
a nearly $32 million fiscal 1984 town and 
school budget. 

Getting down to business on thé budget 
early in Monday night’s session under Arti- 
cle Four, votersapproved a town operating 
budget of $10 million and a school operating 
budget of $13.4 million. A $1.6 million appro- 
priation will fund a new Municipal Mainte- 
nance department to care for all town and 
school property. 

Under the new ‘‘bucket’’ approach to 
sharing town and school revenues and ex- 
penses under Proposition 242, the rest of the 
budget will cover such fixed expenses as 
retirement, unemployment compensation, 
insurance, state and county assessments, 
and debt service. 

Voters approved a $120,000 appropriation 
as Andover’s share of funding for the voca- 
tional school — even though town officials 
unanimously recommended a $109,000 ap- 
propriation for the school as part of a $14.2 
million education budget. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony ex- 
plained that town officials had allowed a 
seven percent increase over last year’s 
$101,968 budget to come up with the $109,000 
figure, because a seven percent increase 
had been allowed for the Andover school 
department and all town departments. 

“The best we can do to be just is to give 
the same percentage increase as the other 
agencies are getting,’ the manager said.

But John Childs, Andover’s representa- 
tive on the Vocational School Committee, 
moved the voke school budget at $120,000. 
He said the school has been level-funded at 
a total budget of $6.4 million for the past 
two years, and with state aid — which 
covers more than half the school budget — 
shrinking, the school has had to cut serv- 
ices. 

A $109,000 appropriation from Andover 


would hold the voke school to a one percent 
budget increase, Childs said, while the 
school is looking for an increase of less than 
four percent, to produce a $6.8 million total 
budget. 


Fred Tarbox of Cutler Road also urged 
voters to increase the vocational school 
budget, saying the ‘‘largest high school we 
have in the area’’ was built ‘‘to motivate 
youngsters”’ and prepare them for job op- 
portunities. He added that the school, 
opened 20 years ago with 327 students, also 
offers programs for handicapped students 
and senior citizens. 


“That school deserves all of the help that 
it can get,”’ Tarbox said to applause. ‘‘We 
should find another $20,000 to help those 
that need help.”’ 


With Andover’s portion of its budget se- 
cure, the vocational school now needs bud- 
get approval from North Andover, 
Lawrence and Methuen. The school serves 
1,800 students, according to Childs, 102 of 
them from Andover. 


The rest of the budget was passed with 
little comment from voters. Karl Haartz of 
High Plain Road said the $1.5 million bud- 
get for fire department personnel was ‘‘get- 
ting kind of high’’ and should be cut in the 
future; he also called Memorial High Li- 
brary’s $772,931 budget too high. 


Donal Colemen of High Street questioned 
the library’s new video rental service, but 
the town manager said that service was 
experimental and was expected to pay for 
itself. Coleman also questioned the neces- 
sity for funding mental health services un- 
der the Community Services department 
budget. 


Looking at the school department budget, 
Thayer Warshaw of Clark Road asked how 
the Finance Committee could recommend 
approval of a $13.4 million school budget 
when the School Committee has yet to com- 
plete its fiscal 84 budget. 


FinComm Chairman Ruth Dunbar ex- 
plained that while the school budget is still 
in ‘‘a very amorphous state,”’ the ‘bottom 
line’’ was determined by the bucket system 
formula. The school department’s salary 
budget is ‘‘still up for grabs’’ because con- 
tracts are currently under negotiation, she 
said, but the expense portion ‘‘appears to be 
fairly realistic.”’ 


The budget breakdown as appropriated 
Monday night: $2.2 million for general gov- 
ernment (including $1.6 million for the new 
municipal maintenance department); $3.4 
million, Public Safety (Police and Fire 
departments); $3.2 million, Public Works; 
$449,094, Community Development and 
Planning; $792,120, Finance and Budget; 
$14.3 million, education (including the And- 
over schools, vocational school and li- 
brary); $379,199, Community Services; 
$10,600, miscellaneous (including funds for 
patriotic celebrations); and $7.3 million, 
unclassified (including debt service, em- 
ployee benefits, retirement, and compensa- 
tion). :

Swayed 


By Doyle Request 


An article withdrawn from the 1982 town 
meeting warrant because town counsel 
found it illegal was disapproved by 1983 
town meeting Monday night — after town 
counsel advised voters that he still consid- 
ered it illegal. 

With that action on Article 22, Whispering 
Pines Drive remains in good standing as a 
public street. 

John Doyle of Reservation Road asked 
voters to approve Article 22, which would 
instruct the selectmen to take legal action 
to reverse what he called ‘‘the grossly un- 
lawful interference of the Essex County 
Commissioners” in the town’s street accep- 
tance procedure. 

In January 1982, the county commission- 
ers, upon the petition of Whispering Pines 
residents, ruled that Andover should accept 
that street as a public way — despite a 1981 
town meeting vote rejecting the street. 
Doyle, an abutter, had successfully argued 
against accepting the street at the 1981 
meeting. 

Doyle said town meeting’s 1981 refusal to 
accept the street was ‘‘proper, lawful and 
reasonable’ and should not have been over- 
turned by the three-member county com- 
mission. The commission used a statute 
dating back before 1800 as a ‘‘convenient 
loophole’’ to force Andover to accept Whis- 
pering Pines, he said, calling the commis- 
sion’s public hearings on the street a 
‘‘kangaroo court.” 

He added that the support Andover’s se- 
lectmen had given to Whispering Pines was 
‘‘inconsciable.’’ 

Discussion of the article was punctuated 
by tense moments between Moderator 
James Doherty and Doyle, who interrupted

Town Counsel Alfred Daniels as they spoke 
on the article. 

Doherty told Doyle he was ‘‘the one indi- 
vidual in town who has tried to listen to 
you”’ as he repeatedly gaveled Doyle and 
called him out of order; Doyle told the 
moderator, ‘‘Don’t lose your temper.”’ 

After briefly recounting Doyle’s history 
of problems with the 15-year-old street, 
Silverman urged voters to disapprove Arti- 
cle 22 and ‘‘not bring harm to those 20 
people on Whispering Pines Drive.’ 

And Daniels explained that in his opinion, 
the article was illegal because the town 
charter authorizes the selectmen and town 
manager — not town meeting — to under- 
take legal action. 

Town counsel added that Doyle had had 
‘‘ample opportunity”’ to appeal the commis- 
sioners’ ruling in the courts and had chosen 
to let the appeals period run out. 

Doyle began his remarks by asking the 
moderator to make a declaration ‘‘clarify- 
ing’’ the role of town counsel in town meet- 
ing. He said town counsel had ‘‘no authority 
to determine legality or advise town meet- 
ing, except as a fellow citizen.”’ 

The moderator asked Doyle to continue 
with his presentation, saying of the pro- 
posed declaration, ‘‘I’ve given it to counsel 
to work on.”’ 

Daniels told the meeting his role was to 
give advice and opinions, which town offi- 
cials do not have to follow: ‘‘The moderator 
runs town meeting,”’ he said, ‘‘and his rul- 
ing is absolute.” 


After the vote was taken and Doyle’s 
article was rejected, Doherty apologized to 
the voters “‘if I appeared to have lost my 
temper. I don’t: think I did.”

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Democracy Seems Safe 


Monday’s opening session of the annual town 
meetingave evidence that Democracy seems 
safe in Andover after all. 

Whether one agrees with the decisions, the town 
meeting process was reaffirmed through the votes 
taken on the Regional Technical School budget and 
the Whispering Pines issue. 

In the case of the regional school, the town 
administration had decreased the request for fund- 
ing from Andover, and there are indications that 
other communities in the district will be doing the 
same, based on the theory that if other town 
departments face decreased financing, so too 
should the regional facility. 

The theory wins support, even in the face of the 
school being a valuable asset and serving a vital 
need in the Greater Lawrence area. 

Since the advent of Proposition 2%, all commu- 
nities have faced difficult decisions in cutting back 
services to meet the mandate sent by the taxpay- 
ers via the ballot box. 

The school, regional in scope and specialized in 
its service to that area, is still a tax-supported 


entity and subject to the same restraints placed on 
individual municipal departments. 


Andover administrators, as well as those in the 
other communities served by the school, express- 
ed concern over the increased costs and recom- 
mended a decrease in the financial request of the 
regional school committee. 

Andover Representative John Childs explained 
some of the reasoning for the increased costs of 
operating the school. 

He was followed to the microphone by Fred S. 
Tarbox, Andover’s original representative to the 
school and the person who has shepherded the 
vocational school cause in the Greater Lawrence 
area since its beginnings in 1963. 

His plea to the voters, supported by his knowl- 
edge of the the work of the school from its very 
inception, fell on sympathetic ears and the And- 
over contribution was restored to $120,000, from 


the $109,000 recommended by Andover administra- 
tors. 

A simple case of winning the-voters’ acceptance 
through an opportunity to present one’s case. 

As for the Whispering Pines issue, the matter 
was not one dealing with the merits of whether or 
not the street should be accepted, but rather if a 
person had the right to bring a case to town 
meeting floor. 

Doyle, who has been waging a battle against 
acceptance of the street for a number of years, 
was denied the opportunity to address town meet- 
ing a year ago asking the session to order select- 
men to take legal steps to overturn county 
commission action. 

The county commission had ordered the street 
accepted, using an old law to take such action. 
Doyle wanted the town to take legal action in 
support of the town meeting which had rejected 
street acceptance. 

Denied a year ago, Doyle returned this year with 
a petition to be inserted in the warrant, again 
asking for legal action. 


Initially, the item was ruled to be illegally be- 
fore the meeting, based on the town charter which 
says legal matters involving the town are the 
perogative of the manager and the selectmen. 

But, the selectmen later allowed the item to 
stand in the warrant and Doyle was permitted to 
address the meeting Monday night. 


The moderator, who rules supreme at town 
meetings, further allowed the meeting to vote on 
Doyle’s request, even though the two became 
entangled in wordy exchanges from time to time. 

Ultimately the voters rejected Doyle’s request. 

But, the more important factor was that the 
resident was allowed to present his case to the 
town’s legislative body for a decision.

A ‘Bill Of 
Rights’ For 
Crime Victims 


All too often the victim of crime also becomes the 
victim of the criminal justice system. Victims find 
themselves, their rights and their feelings lost and 
forgotten in the scramble to secure a fair and 
unbiased trial for the accused. 

Fortunately, a combination of news-media cover-

tention on the long-neglected is- 
sue of victims’ rights. State 
legislators this year filed 10 sepa- 
rate bills dealing with victims’ 
rights and protection of wit- 
nesses from harassment by de- <y 
fendants. Two separate #, 
legislative committees a ' 
studying the subject. ' ™ 

Among the proposed bills, I  *ep. Sue Tucker 
believe H. 1816 offers the most comprehensive 
approach to elevating the status and rights of vic- 
tims. The bill, which I co-sponsored, features a 
“bill of rights’’ for victims and witnesses of crime. 
It represents a major first-step in bolstering the 
position of the victim within our criminal justice 
system. 

The legislature’s Criminal Justice Committee 
held a hearing on the bill last week. My testimony 
at the hearing on behalf of the bill follows: 

Dear Committee Members: 

Massachusetts spends up to $20,000 a year to 
house each prison inmate in the Commonwealth. 
We spend millions of dollars for police protection 
aimed at apprehending criminals. We spend thou- 
sands more to provide free legal assistance to 
defendants unable to afford their own attorneys. We 
advocate more and better cells for prisoners. We 
seek to develop effective treatment and rehabilita- 
tion programs for those who have inflicted damage 
on persons or property, hoping their first strike will 
be their last. 

But, for all our efforts at addressing the critical 
problem of crime, for all our well-intentioned at- 
tempts to leosen crime’s brutal grip on our commu- 
nities and our state, we have failed to frame the 
fundamental question: what about the victim? 

Innocent victims and witnesses who survive a 
criminal act often find themselves treated to cal- 
lous neglect by police, the courts and even their 
friends. Coping with losses and injuries has for too 
long been the sole responsibility of the victims 
themselves, left without assistance or guidance. 

Often their attempts at self-help are undermined 
by others who mean no harm, but whose attitudes 
and actions compound. the victim’s distress—a 
problem so common that it has been given its own 
label: the ‘‘second injury.’’ This secondary harm, 
on top of the primary physical, financial and emo- 
tional injuries, includes isolation from friends and 
sometimes family members who feel the victim is 
in some way partly to blame for the attack. (Rape 
victims frequently encounter this reaction, even 
from loved'ones. ) 

Another secondary injury is the injustice that 
plagues victims as they face the difficulties of 
working with the criminal justice system. Fear of 
retaliation, lack of information or advice, court

delays and postponements and inadequate case 
preparation contribute to the victim’s and the wit- 
ness’s distress. 

Crime victims often feel they are the ones on trial 
and that everyone is questioning them—almost 
blaming them for being the target of crime. 

The bill before you today seeks to balance the 
constitutional rights of the accused with the moral 
obligations of fairness and decency that society 
owes to its crime victims. A victims’ ‘‘bill of 
rights’’ represents the centerpiece of the legis- 
lation. Its provisions are modest, but crucial. They 
include the right to be informed of the final disposi- 
tion of the case; the right to be informed of finan- 
cial assistance and other social services available 
to crime victims; the right to have any stolen 
property returned quickly by police when no longer 
needed as evidence; the right to receive court 
assistance in negotiating with employers of crime 
victims to minimize loss of pay and other benefits 
resulting from court appearances. 

The bill also encourages courts to require victim 
compensation, provide victims with escort and 
other transportation services related to the investi- 
gation or prosecution of the case and offer family 
support services such as day care for victims’ 
children during the course of a trial. 

H. 1816 offers urgently needed relief to victims of 
crime in Massachusetts. A favorable recommenda- 
tion by your committee will be welcomed by exist- 
ing crime victims and appreciated by future 
victims.

WASHINGTON — Last 
week marked the fourth 
anniversary of the accident 
at the Three Mile Island 
nuclear power plant. That 
near-disaster scared a lot of 
people, and it made millions 
of Americans think twice 
about the rosy assurances 
they had gotten over the 
years on the safety of nucle- 
ar power. 

he Three Mile Island 
incident also. scared the pin 
stripe pants off nuclear pow- 
er industry executives. They 
could see their contracts and 
their jobs disappearing in a 
puff of radioactive steam. 
And in fact, the nuclear 
power industry has gone into 
a steep decline since Three 
Mile Island. 

But the industry is fight- 
ing back with a $30 million 
promotion campaign on tele- 
vision and in newspapers. 
That, of course, is their 
right. But here’s the rub: The 
nuclear power big shots 
want the consumers to pay 
for their efforts to persuade 
the public that nuclear pow- 
er is good. If they have their 
way, the cost of their propa- 
ganda campaign will be 
tacked onto electric bills all 
over the country. 

The industry makes no 
bones about it. Shortly after 
the Three Mile Island inci- 
dent, nuclear power execu- 
tives formed a promotional 
group called the Committee 
on Energy Awareness. It is 
headed by a former General 
Electric executive named

Harold Finger, who thinks it 
is fitting and proper for 
electricity consumers to pay 
for his group’s media 
campaign. ‘‘It’s. not 
propaganda,” said Finger. 
“The costs should be 
allowed.” 

We have seen the commit- 
tee’s internal planning docu- 
ments, and we can tell you 
the industry doesn’t plan to 
stop with straightforward 
advertising in the media. 
The group wants to establish 
itself as “more than a propa- 
ganda machine.” If they can 
achieve this, the pro-nuclear 
people plan to get friendly 
columnists and editors to 
run editorials and opinion 
pieces favorable to the 
industry. 

Incidentally, one of the 
nuclear power committee’s 
documents lists several 
“Potential Bad News” items 
to watch for. Three of them 
were characterized as 
“Start-up of nuclear units, 
raising electric rates,” 
“Three Mile Island anniver- 
sary,” and “Nuclear indus- 
try’s 30-million-dollar 
campaign.” 

GOOD NEWS, BAD 
NEWS: President Reagan’s 
economic advisers have 
revised their predictions 
about the nation’s economic 
recovery. The new figures 
will probably be released 
this week, and they will 
show a brighter economic 
outlook than had been 
expected. 

One reason the economy 
has picked up is that the 
Federal Reserve Board has

relaxed its tight grip on the 
nation’s money supply. This 
has permitted interest rates 
to decline. Lower interest 
rates have stimulated spend- 
ing, and this is causing a 
business boom. Yet inflation 
has been kept to nearly zero. 
This week’s new figures will 
also project a smaller feder- 
al deficit than had been 
anticipated. 

But there may be a fly in 
the ointment. The money 
supply is expanding faster 
than the Federal Reserve 
Board had anticipated. The 
money managers are 
alarmed and they’re talking 
about tightening their grip 
once again on the money 
supply. This can only be 
accomplished by pushing up 
interest rates. 

Congressional leaders 
have learned this may be in 
the works, and they are con- 
cerned that the economic 
recovery could be choked 
off. So Senate Democrats 
want to insert some strong 
language into their version 
of the federal budget. They 
want to serve notice on the 
Federal Reserve Board and 
its chairman, Paul Volcker, 
not to tamper with the econ- 


omy. 

SPACE RACE: President 
Reagan’s recent announce- 
ment that the United States 
would develop space weap- 
ons to knock out enemy mis- 
siles has raised a question: 
Which side has the lead in 
the required technology? 
According to _ intelligence 
estimates, it’s difficult to 
say. 


One highly classified 
study conducted by the 
Arms Control and Disarma- 
ment Agency has this to say: 


“Overall, the U.S. and 
U.S.S.R. high energy laser 
programs are er equal 
at the present time, although 
the U.S. is believed to have 
an advantage in the point- 
ing, tracking, optics and con- 
trol technologies.” 

The Russians, on the ofher 
hand, “appear to be ahead in 
short pulse lasers and elec- 
trical discharge lasers, 
which could be useful...for 
military applications in the 
atmosphere.” 


HEADLINES AND FOOT- 
NOTES: The National Wild- 
life Federation, a conserva- 
tive conservation group with 
4.2 million members nation- 
wide, was recently slapped 
down by the Environmental 
Protection Agency. The 
organization asked for an 
EPA waiver from paying 
the costs of copying public 
documents. The request was 
turned down on the grounds 
that the federation, the larg- 
est of its kind in the United 
States, doesn’t represent the 
public. 

— The Soviet Union is 
gaining an edge in tank war- 
fare by making smaller 
models that are harder to 
hit. The Soviets are also 
recruiting short soldiers to 
man the tanks. But the Pen- 
tagon can’t compete. U.S. 
laws forbid discriminatory 


hiring practices.

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Students in Massachusetts who were denied fi- 
nancial aid or scholarship assistance to help defray 
tuition costs at public or private colleges will bene- 
fit from a legislative initiative that adds $15 million 
to the state scholarship fund. 

“This is probably one of the most significant 
developments in higher education in the history of 
the Commonwealth,’’ John B. Duff, chancellor of 
higher education, said. He publicly commended 
Senate President William Bulger (D-S. Boston), 
Speaker Thomas McGee (D-Lynn), Ways and 
Means Chairman Chester Atkins (D-Concord) and 
the joint legistlative committee on education, par- 
ticularly Chairman James Collins (D-Amherst), for ° 
their leadership and strong support of higher educa- 
tion in Massachusetts. 

Duff announced that the legislation action was a 
tremendous boost to students, their families and 
the state’s economy. 

He concurred with Kenneth L. Ryder, president : 
of Northeastern University, who commented that : 
the increased funding was a ‘great beginning.” 
Duff added that he as encouraged that legislators 
recognize the importance of higher education and 
its link to the stability and future growth of the 
state’s economy. The scholarship money will be 
administered by the Board of Regents and, added to 
the current funding of $19 million, is expected to 
provide grants to almost 28,000 students attending 
public and private institutions of higher education. 

Scholarship funds will be available July 1 and 
awards will be granted to students who have al- 
ready applied for aid. It is anticipated that a new 
formula for distributing financial assistance will be 
developed by the Board of Regents and approved by 
the legislature.
